Arather attractive brunette, giving the 
assumed name of Mabel Wray, was arrested 
about 11 o’clock, this morning on West Pine 
street, dy Detective Cook, on complaint of 
Dr. J. M. Spencer of the People’s 
Centenary Church, corner of Elev- 
enth and Locust, and several other 
well known clergyman and citizens whose 
names she had forged to letters of recom- 
mendation on which she collected alms fora 
charitable purpose. 

The young lady has been in the city for the 
past five months. She came here from 
Pastern Kansas in quest of employment 
either as a bookkeeper or schoo) teacher 
either of which positions she claims to be 
en pa bie of filling. She failed in finding em- 
ployment and the idea came to her that it 
would be easy to make enough money to live 
on by collecting money forthe support of a 
mythical orphan asylum. In order to 
give her appeal for ald more 
emphasis she assumed a religious 
air and then wrote letters purporting to 
come from ministers of the gospel and 
others, recommending the mission of the 
young lady as worthy of support. 

WENT FROM DOORTO DOOR. — 

With these letters she went about from 
door to door, and presenting the 
Setter which she thought would be 
most likely to toueh the prospective 
contributor, she would then explain. she 
would tell how she and one or two other 
young ladies had combined and supported 
for some time past an orphan asylum, 
and were now out of funds and 
very badly in need of financial 
aid. In this way she received nickels, 
Gimes and quarters from many unsuspecting 
persons. Finally some of those whose names 
were used to obtain the money complained 
to the police and Detective Cook was detailed 
on the case. 

He located der after several days’ work 
in a vboarding house at 2625 Pine 
street, and this morning shadowed her. 
After she came out of the house she walked a 
block or so west and proceeded to ply her 
fake charitable dodge. Justasshe left the 
Goor of a contributor she was captured and 
brought to the Four Courts. She was turned 
over to Natron Harris, who searched her 
and found several letters bearing 
forged signatures of prominent minis- 
Tors and church-goers, praising her work. 
The fair prisoner was seenin the detention 
room by a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter and said 
she did not care to talk of her trouble. She 
did not seem at all worried. 

WHAT SHE SAYS. 

„do not care, she said, so long as my 
fight name is not given away. My 
mother and my family are all respectable. 
My mother knows [I came here to 


get work, and necessity compelled me to 
take this illegal course of gaining a live)li- 
hood. I got the names of men that I wrote 
on letters recommending my work from the 
boards on the churches and other places. I 
collected about 50 cents a Gay in this way for 
nearly five months, andam sure that isn’t 
much more than aliving. I had to walk a 
great deal also, and it was not everyone 
who responded to the call.“ 

Mise Wray says she is 20 years old and 
single, and declares positively that she was 
Klone in the collection of alms. She has 
lived in three aifferent places since her arri- 
val here, but refused to say where these 
places were located.

It was 
to their interest, of course, not to have them 
on the grounds, and everything would be 
done to prevent them coming. There was 
another suspected case at the Fair Grounds 
this morning, which was at once isolated. 

The negro, Beckley, who was taken from 
the grounds yesterday afternoon, was sent 
to quarantine this morning, he having been 
pronounced infected with the disease.

Their Stolen Trains Abandoned at Sight |

THE PORTLAND INDUSTRIALS STEAL A 
RAILWAY MANAGER’S SPECIAL, 


And Are Now &peeding Over the North- 
ern Pacific Toward the East— The Sit- 
uation in the Northwest Causes Much 
Anxiety at Washington — Ccxey, 
Kelly andthe Other Commonwealers 
on the March. 


Cotumsus, O., April 28.—Without firing 
a shot, a detachment of Ohio Militia dis- 
lodged Gen. Galvin’sarmy which nad seized 
an O. & M. freight train here and refused 
to vacate. 

The troops arrived at Mt. Sterling, thirty 
miles from this city. ati p. m., Adjt.-Gen. 
Howe in command. They at once moved to- 
ward the train of which the Commonwealers 
had taken possession, and before they got 
within 100 yards of the side track where it 
was lying Galvin’smen jumped tothe ground 
and fea in all directions. Not a shot was 
fired. 

This morning Gov. McKinley was appealed 
to dy the Sherif of Mt. Sterling 
for troops, as that officer was 
powerless to disiodge the com- 
monwealers, and the B. & O. road was un- 
unable to move its trains through Mt. Ster- 


ling. The Governor and company of mijitia 
with a battery of gatliing guns was put 
aboard a special train at 11:46 a. m. and pulled 
out for Mount Sterling. Two Gatling guns 
were on the rear car. Six cars contained 
soldiers. The other was a baggage car. 

It was a surprise, says a telegram from Mt. 

Sterling, to the Galvin army at 1:30 this 
morning when Detective John Mahoney and 
his men asked them to vacate the train. 
When he presented his commission showin 
that he represented the Governor, who ha 
given him special power in accordance with 
law, the Coxeyites laughed at him, They 
refused to hear the commission read. They 
metalldemands in the name of the State 
with hoots and jeers. 
* Mahoney wired these facts to the Governor 
and said that, unless instructed otherwise, 
he would proceed to put the men off the train 
by force at daybreak. He was told to do 
nothing, and at s a. m. Adjt.-Gen. Howe and 
Atty.-Gen. Richard arrived at the train. 
Afteracnnference with them Scott Cheno- 
with, Sheriff of Madison County, ordered the 
men of the train. The order was Kindly 
made. Galvin said he had no control over 
the men and was powerless to do anything. 

The Sherif and the State officers then 
Wwalkeg along each car and ordered the men 
on each to leave the train. This having been 
done, Atty.-Gen. Richards address the 
men saying that Chenowith was Sherif of 
the county and the power of the State was 
behind him. . 

If you refuse to obey his command to get 
off this train,’’ ne said, the State of Ohio 
will compel you to do so. 

When he had concluded Galvin spoke to 
the men saying: 

„Men, I have no control over you. You 
must act on your oon judgment in this mat- 
ter. Each man must act for himself indli- 
vidually, but | would advise you to obey the 
order of the Sheriff. 

Not a word came from the men. The Sheriff 
then made a request upon the State for the 
assistance of the military. Galvin said to a 
reporter: 

1 don’t see the necessity of all this 
trouble. Allthe men want is to ride on that 
train. They do not expect to do anybody or 
anything any injury.’’ 

Bat when the troops came in sight the 
Commonwealers took flight and beata hasty 
retreat. 


STOLE A TRAIN. 


The Portland Army Capturesthe Engine 
of Manager Dickinson’s Special. 

PORTLAND, Ore., April 28.—The Portland 
contingent of the Industrial Army captured 
an engine at Troutdale this morning, and 
coupling it to a freight train which 
they seized yesterday, started east 
over the Union Pacific. The engine 
secured by the Coxey army was draw- 
ing the special car of General Manager 
Dickinson, R. W. Baxter, General Superin- 
tendent of the Western division of the Union 
Pacific, and A. J. Borie, Assistant Superin- 
tendent. Assoon as the news was received 
inthis city a special engine, in charge of 
Deputy United States Marshal Coleman, was 
sent to Troutdale to bring the rallway 
officials to this city.

HELENA, Mont., April 28. - Proceedings 
were begun in the Supreme Court to-day on 
behalf of the Attorney-General to com pel the 
Great Northern to operate its lines within 
Montana. & petition was filed which sets 
forth the organization of the road and recites 
that on April 13, in violation of ils duty to the 
people of this State and in disregard of its 
oblivations assumed in the acceptance of its 
franchise, it wholly ceased to operate any of 
its lines within the State, and still refuses to 
do so orto carry any freight or passengers 
or to accept eilt®er for transportation 
and has wholly abandoned operations; that 
it is fully able to operate and run its 
trains; that it has abundant means to do so 
and that there are at all points along its line 
within the State a suMicient num- 
ber of competent and skilled men who 
can be engaged to do so at reason- 
able wages and at less wages than. 


Une in Montana; that the counties in the 
northern partof the State are almost en- 
tirely Gependent upon the Great Northern 
for transportation facilities and that the 
neglect of the road to run trains has already 
resulted in great loss to inhabitants. 

the «Attorney-General asks the Court for 
an order upon the company, commanding it 
to Appear and show cause why a writ should 
not be issued compelling the company to 
operate its road as it was operated previous 
to April 18. 

These proceedings will be followed by an 
application to have the charter of the road 
within the State forfeited on account of the 
fallureto operate theline. The Court has 
taken the application under consideration. 


FAILED OF SUCCESS. 2 

SEATTLE, Wash., April 28.—It has trans- 
pired thatthe Great Northern had a well- 
laid plan to dreak the strike on this end of 
the line, but it was folled by a cierk in the 


ranks of the strikers. The indpient 
break arose from appeals to the loyalty 
of engineers and trainmen to their brother- 
hoods which came from the East. Being 
promised recognition of brotherhood men by 
the company, their enthusiasm for the strike’ 
began to cool, and they announced 
themselves as ready to to 
work. a conference with 
the local officials at which the engineers, 
conductors and brakemen were promised 
concessions it they would go to work, the 
engineers and tralumen promised to accept, 
provided that the firemen, who were not 
present at the meeting, would assent. It 
was arranged that the train should go out at 
the regular hourthis morning. 

The firemen, however, refused at a secret 
meeting to accept the conditions, and the 
engineers refused togo out with scab fire- 
men. AS the fremen were a unit on this 
question this disposed of the forces of the 
strikers. 

All operators on tue line have received 
orders from Chair Jones op the O. R. T. 
to return to their quties, asthe strike was 
not ordered by the er. The telegraphers 
last might re ; Chairman Jones’ dis- 
aten say they mpathised with the 
Aftrertcea nt wey. non and would stay 
with the strikers. 

President Hill to-day received a telegram 
from Supt. J. D. Farrellof Spokane saying: 
All your engineers, firemen, conductors 
and Drakemen here are ready to go to work 
when you call on them.’’ 

Mr. Hill said he has more than enough men 
to go to work. 

The engines for branch line trains were 
standing ia the Union Depot yards to-day 
waiting to be attached as soon as the trains 
had been backed down. They had been 
brought out of the round-house without any 
difficulty and were manned dy old en- 
gineers and firemen in the Great Northern 
service, The cars, however, were not 
there and their absence was explained by 
the fact that nobody would handlethe switch 
engines to move them from the yards. 

In the yards there was no appearance of 
unusualexcitement. A number of the regu- 
lar switchmen were there ready to work, but 
as there were no yard engines ready they 
had nothing to do. It was impossible to 
ascertain how long this state of inactivity 
might continue.

CONTROVERSY IN THE SEN- 


A HEATED 
, ‘ATE OHAMBER. 


Hints at Dark Chamber Oonferenoces on 
the Tariff Bill—The Sugar Interests 
Receive Special Care—Senator Harris 
Presses Action on the Pending Measure 
—Details of the Days Debate. 


WaSHINGTON, D. O., April 28.—Senator Hale 
made a bitter attack on Senator Brice in the 
Senate to-day in regard to the tariff bill and 
the compromise measure now being made 
up. The Senator from Maine had two inter- 
views from Brice read by the clerk, one in 
which Brice denounced the tariff bill 
as bad, and a second as now ready 
to pass it. Hale then charged that Brice 
was working for the change of the sugar 
schedule, and that the sudden rise in sugar 
stock was due to the second ‘‘dark chamber’’ 
conference and rumors of changes. Hale 
told Harris, who bad charge of the bill, that 
if he did not know these things it was best 
he should, for it would de stuffed 
down his throat by his masters. 
Mr. Hale said the tariff? bill was now being 
drawn in the interest of the sugar refiners 
and that the sugar pease of Louisiana and 
Nebraska would ground between the 
upper and nether stones of this mill. Sena- 
tor Harris denied the rumor, but said he 
woulda be willing to accept any changes so 
the Democrats could get together and pass a 
bill to wipe out the McKinley law.

THE 


One of the Thieves Received Four Bullets 
in His Body and Will Die—The Town 
of Missouri Valley the Scene of the 
Enoounter— The Gang Had Been Steal- 
ing and Terrorizing the Community— 
Various Crimes. 


Missount VALLEY, Io., April 28.—In a fight 
with thieves this moraing the City Marshal 
and two other persons were desperately 
wounded. ‘ 

For some time burglaries and petty thiev- 
ing have kept the people in a constant state 
ofterror. The perpetrators were tramps, 
but all attempts to arrest them had proved 
fruitiess. 

Early this morning the City Marshal was 
notified thata gang of thieves was concealed 
ina barnonthe edge of town. The officer 
swore in several deputies and proceeded to 
the barn with the intention of capturing the 
entire gand and their plunder. 

The posse surrounded the structure and de- 
manded that the occupants surrender. In- 
stead of doing so, however, some of the 
thieves opened fire on the officers. 

One of the bullets pierced the breast of 
City Marshal Adna Whitney. killing him in- 
stantly. Peter Johnson, one of thé thieves, 
was shot four times, once in each thigh, 
once in the shoulder and once through the 
lungs. He will die. Deputy J. B. Lyon 
also received a flesh wound. Thirty 
or forty shots were fired and then 
the men broke for uberty. William Hender- 
son, a resident of Missouri Valley, at whose 
place the men were staying, was bellevea to 
be a party to the crimes committed, and he 
and his wife were arrested. One of the men 
who escaped was named Davis, a resident of 
Grand Island., Neb. Johnson, the wounded 
burglar, is from Rock Island, III. There is 
talk of lynching. Bloodhounds have been 
asked for to put on thetrallor the men who 


escaped.

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LET OFFICIAL VILLAINY FLOURISG. 

The Council gave notice last night that 
the only requirement of a public officer to 
enable him to keep his seat ts perfunctory 
attention to the routine duties of his office. 
Outside of this he may be steeped in noto- 
rious vice, guilty of the most scandalous 
conduct in violation of decency and the 
city ordinances and even guilty although 
not convicted in court of infamous crimes. 

All of this does not follow from the fail- 
ure of the Council to remove City Register 
Pocock. In this case the majority of the 
Council merely indorsed notoriously scan- 
dalous conduct, breach Of the peace by a 
disgraceful brawl in a bawdy house and 
violation of law as warrantable in a public 
official. The rest follows from the inter- 
pretation of the removal clause of the 
charter expounded by Councilmen Arn- 
stein and Ferriss and acquiesced in by those 
Who voted with them against the removal 
According to these remarka- 
ble expounders of charter law the indefi- 
nite phrase ‘‘for cause’’ can only be in- 
terpreted to mean conviction of an“ in- 
famous crime. 

Itis not worth while discussing this 
view of the removal clause, nor is it worth 
the trouble to inquire into the hidden 
links of imaginative deduction from which 
this chain of stupid absurdities was 
forged. We can only look with astonish- 
ment and dismay at the conelusion that it is 
impossible for a public official to besmirch 
his character so much that he is unfit for 
public office. It is perhaps a just retri- 
bution on the people of St. Louis for their 
political sins that they have at last been 
brought to this vile standard of official 
character. 

President Nagel vigorously pointed out 
that under the ordinary operation of the 
Criminal Courts of this city the Arnstein- 
Ferriss rule wouldenable an infamous 
criminal to hold office forafullterm. But 
a worse condition may be predicated of the 
rule. Under the reign of Zachritz in the 
Circuit Attorney’s office an official, and 
especially a Republican official, with half 
a pull, may be guilty of allthe crimes in 
the calendar and yet never be disqualified 
for holding office. 

But if the Arnstein-Ferris 
tion of the removal clause is right, 
why have one at all? Action by 
the Council in the case of an official 
convicted of infamous crime would ve 
wholly superfluous. The Sheriff would 
remove him to the Penitentiary. 

Let vice and villiany flourish in the seat 
of the municipal government. The Coun- 
cil has said it and the law allows it.

It commanded the thorough 
reform of the tariff and the smashing of 
the robber trusts and the overthrow of the 
money power in politics. 

It is indeed a ‘‘sight most odious’’ that 
this mandate should not have been obeyed 
and thatthe people should be unable to 
compel the fulfillment of their will, be- 
cause of the false agitation, the 
forced evidence of distress, the 
paid protests and the corrupt influence of 
the forces of greed which the ex-Speaker 
and his party have fostered in the Govern- 
ment.
